"Where do we get our water supply 
and how?" that will not only serve 
to educate you as to this wonderful 
system in effect in Lima., but will 
give you an interesting subject to 
discourse 
with 
that out-of-town 


friend-. 
\VATEK SUPPLY FHOM RIVER 


To begin with, the Ottawa river 


furnishes Lima's water supply. 
In 


order to conserve water during the 
fall and spring rain periods, for the 
remainder of the year, 
two large 


storage reservoirs, with a total ca- 
pacity of 1,200,000,000 gallons have 
been provided to maintain a con- 
stant supply to the city. Reservior 
pumps are able to lift 75,000.000 
gallons of water 
a day and thus 


these 'reservibrs may. be filled 4n a 
comparatively short time during the 
high water periods. 


Ottawa river water is muddy, due 


to the yellow 
clay over 
which it 


passes, and the water is very hard, 
containing .lirno and magnesia dis- 
solved from the ground. 
For soft 


water purposes it is not so good, as 
a poor suds is obtained when soap 
is used. During the past four years 
this hardness has slowly decreased, 
however, Eiferts 
to 
still 
further 


soften the water :tre being made. 


Here it might he stated that the 


total cost of operation of tho city 
filtration system, which absolutely 
frees 
city water users from 
the 


slightest chance 
of absorbing dis- 


ease germs, is around $30,000 a 
year, but Smith declares it is possi- 
ble this figure may be greatly lower- 
ed within the year; in fact, present 
indications aree that 1022 will sliow 
a decreased cost over 1921. 
CHNMICALS USED 


Forty per cent of this cost Is for 


chemicals and prices this year are 
much lower. Sulphate of: aluminum, 
tho main chemical that goes into the 
water during tho purification pro- 
cess, only costs $20 a ton. last year 


its cost was $34. Coal, another big 
Hem in the filtration expense, is 
also ranch lower than a year ago. 
Salaries too.have been cut some and 
thus the cost has 
been 
reduced. 


But don't grasp the idea that water 
is to be cheaper in a short time. The 
plant which was installed 
a.few 


years ago. necessitated a big expen- 
diture and any surplus now must yo 
into a sinking fund. The filtration 
plant was built in October, 1919. 


The filtration system used here is 


the same as that in Cincinnati. Co- 
lumbus, Toledo and 
other 
Ohio 


cities. It via. trie* first in 1893 and 
1S94 
in New England, -where the 


initial tryout was so successful that 
since then its use has grown -widely. 


One of the two storage plants is 


located two miles east of jthe main 
plant and has a capacity of 350.000,- 
000 gallons. 
The other Is one-half 


mile east of the plant and will hold 
over 800,000,000 gallons of water. 
There are two pumps for each sta- 
tion, four in all. 
' 


How much water does Lima use 


a day? 
, 
, 


"Around 4,500,000 gallons a day 


on the average," says Smith. 
"Some 


days, however, this figure will be a 
little less and on other days it will 
be greatly increased.' 


The average cost for 100 gallons 


of water per day to every individual 
is one and a half cents. That is the 
average cost per citizen, altho the 
greater number use only about half' 
this number of gallons per day. 
PURIFICATION COST SMALL 


Of this cost 
per person per day, 


about two-tenths 
of a cent is for 


water purification. Here are some 
other Items that go into the cost of 
producing the water, making it fit 
for drinking:. 


7,000 tons o! coal. 
200 tons aluminum sulphate. 
fi.OOO pounds chlorine. 
The above figures are for a year. 


Daily, 19-tons of coal, 1,500 pounds 
of 
aluminum 
sulphate 
and 15 


pounds of chlorine are used for 4,- 
500,000 gallons of water. 


The chlorine - is-use'd as a final 


step in making the water absolutely 
germ-proof. The cost of'this chemi- 
cal has greatly decreased, 
too, in 


the past year,

To get back tolhe process of puri- 


fication. 


When the water has been stored 


in tho reserviors for a long1 period 
much of the yellow 
mud 
settles, 


leaving only 
a. slight 
mucldiness 


which artificial means removes. Aft- 
er the water has settled for a lime, 
aluminum sulphate is- added, which 
combines with the 
lime and mag- 


nesia in tlie water to form an iusolir- 
ble jelly which causes this mud to 
form in a clot and settle. 
Quite a 


bit of the mud is removed In basins 
and the remainder 
forms 
a thick 


mat on the surface of the 
water. 


The last particles of mud are re- 
moved1 thru the sand of the filters, 
leaving the 
water 
colorless 
and 
pure. 


"Contrary 
to 
general 
belief," ] 


Smith said in discussing this phase 


of the work, "not a bit of-the chemi- 
cal used in the earlier process re- 
malts in the water. So many people 
think It does, but absolutely tola is 
not so. 
I wish you 
ould impress 


that on their minds — there is no 
chemical in the water when they 
drink it 
The chemical" forms with 


the mud and is removed by the 
sand." 
But to make sure that water re- 


mains absolutely 
pure 
when It 


passes 4Jnru the pipe lines, & small 
amount of 
chlorine is 
added, as 


this water is pumped into the city 
lines. This is a process of disinfec- 
tion required by the state, Smith 
stated. 
. , 
• 
In its first stages, the flood water 


of the Ottawa river Is not badly pol- 
luted, Smith ea!d. 
PROCESS IS INTERESTING 


Lima people cannot realize how 


interesting a process thir filtration 
and purification system is until tb«jr 
nave visited the plant and witneiMft 
it in operation. 
To begin With, the 


interior of the plant is Imaculatt; 
much cleaner than some house-wives 
have their homes. 
The desks, the 


chairs, even the pipes are perfectly 
dustless. 
The same idea of cleanli- 


ness is carried out in the "manufac- 
turing" of pure water, •'which may 
be the reason not a case of contagi- 
ous disease has been reported from 
persons drinking water In late years. 


Smith has compiled, f&r the con- 


venience of those who. might like to 
know, a percentage statement of the 
cost Of operating the plant, which 
previously stated was around $30, 
000. 
Here it is: 


Chemicals, 40 per cent; pumping 


cost, SO per cent; salaries, 25 per 
cent; incidentals, five per cent. 


"In my opinion," Smith said, and 


possibly this is the big part of this 
story, "the 
530,000-a-year 
figure 


which it has cost to operate the 
plant, will be around 520,000 this 
year, due to the drop in prices 
which I have mentioned." 


And so, after all, the safety -which 


Lima can enjoy when it drinks its 
glass ot water doesn't cost so much 
after all.

CHEMICALS USED 


Forty per cent o£ this cost is for 


chemicals and prices this year are 
much lower. Sulphate of aluminum, 
tho main chemical that gOPs into the 
water during tho purification pro- 
cess, onlv costs $JO a ton. last year 


its cost was $34. Coal, another big 
item in the filtration expense, is 
also much lower than a year ago. 
Salaries too.have been cut some and 
thus the cost has 
been reduced. 


But riou't grasp the idea that water 
is to be cheaper in a short time. The 
plant which was installed a few 
years ago, necessitated a big expen- 
diture and any surplus now must yo 
into a sinking fund. 
The filtration 


plant was built In October, 1919. 


The filtration system used here is 


the same as that in Cincinnati, Co- 
lumbus. Toledo and other Ohio 
cities. It wa trie* first in 1893 and 
1S94 
in New England, where the 


initial tryout was so successful that 
since then its use has grown widely. 


One of the two storage plants is 


located two miles east Of ,the main 
plant and has a capacity of 350,000,- 
000 gallons. The other is one-hall 
mile east of the plant and will hold 
over 800,000,000 gallons of water. 
There are two pumps for each sta- 
tion, four in all. 


How much water does Lima use 


a day? 


"Around 4,500,000 gallons a day 


on the average," says Smith. "Some 
days, however, this figure will be a 
little less and on other days it will 
be greatly increased.' 


The average cost for 100 gallons 


of wster per day to every individual 
is one and a half cents. That is the 
average cost per citizen, altho the 
greater number USP only a>iout halt 
this number of gallons per day. 
Pl'RIFJCATIOJf COST SMALL 


Of this cost per person per day, 


about two-tenths of a cent is for 
water purification. Here are some 
other items that go into the cost of 
producing the water, making it fit 
for drinking;. 


7,000 tons of coal. 
»00 tons aluminum sulphate. 
0,000 pounds chlorine. 
The above figures are for a year. 


Dailv. 19-tons of coal, 1,500 pounds 
oC aluminum 
sulphate

pounds of chlorine are used for 4,- 
300,000 gallons of water. 


The chlorine-is use'd as a final 


step in making- the water absolutely 
germ-proof. The cost of this chemi- 
cal has greatly 
decreased, 
too, in 


the past year, 
__ 


To get back to "the process of puri- 


fication. 


When the water has been stored 


in the reserviors for a long period 
much of 
the yellow 
mud 
settles, 


leaving only 
a 
slight 
muddiness 


which artificial means removes. Aft- 
er the water has settled for a time, 
aluminum sulphate is added, which 
combines with the 
lime and 
mag>- 


nesia in the water to foiin an insolu- 
ble jelly which 
causes this mud to 


lorm in a clot and settle. 
Quite a 


bit of the mud is removed in basins 
and tlie remainder 
forms 
a thick 


mat on the surface of the 
water. 


The last particles of mud are re- 
moved' thru the sand of the filters, 
leaving the 
water 
colorless 
and 


pure. 


"Contrary 
to 
general 
belief," 


Smith said in discussing this phase 


of the work, "not a bit ot Ihe chemi- 
cal used in tbe earlier process re- 
mains in the water. So many people 
think It does, but absolutely this is 
not so. 
I wish you 
ould impress 


that on their minds — there is no 
chemical in tbe water wHen they 
dri»k it. The chemical' forms with 
the mud and is removed by tbe 
sand." 
But to make sure that water- re- 


mains absolutely 
pure 
when it 


passes .thru the pip« lines, * small 
amount of 
chlorine is 
added, as 


this water is pumped into the city 
lines. This is a process of disinfec- 
tion required by the state, Smith 
stated. 
In its first tstages, the flood water 


of the Ottawa river is not badly pol- 
luted, Smith said. 
PROCESS IS INTERESTING 


Lima people cannot realize how 


interesting a process this filtration 
And purification system is until tney 
have visited the plant and witnessed 
it in operation. To begin with, the 
interior of the plant is imaculate; 
much cleaner than some housewives 
have their homes. The desks, the 
chairs, even the pipes are perfectly 
dustless. The same idea of cleanli- 
ness is carried out in the "manufac- 
turing" of pure -water, -"which may 
be the reason not a case of contagi- 
ous disease has been reported from 
persons drinking water in late years. 


Smith has compiled, for the con- 


venience of those who might like to 
know, a percentage statement of the 
cost of operating the plant, which 
previously stated was around $30, 
000. 
Here it is: 


Chemicals, 40 per cent; pumping 


cost, CO per cent; salaries, 25 per 
cent; incidentals, five per cent. 


"In my opinion," Smith said, and 


possibly this is the big part of this 
story, "the $30,000-a-year 
figure 


which it has cost to operate the 
plant, will be around $20,000 this 
year, due to 
the drop in prices 


which I have mentioned." 


And so, after all, the safety which 


Lima can enjoy when it drinks its 
glass of water doesn't cost so much 
after all.

Here they organized 
the group into a definite form and staged H original one-act plays during 
that season.

•were obliged to limit their audiences to a subscription membership. 


Nine of the Provincetown Plajers were in the service in 1918 but 


since the return of peace they have built themselves up into a highly suc- 
cessful organization.

vho at the present time has a company on tour producing a double bill, 
•oith the famous negro actoi^ Charles Gllpin appearing in his success, 
"The Emperor Jones."

on the upgrade.

Reserve discount rate, touching three per cent On 
(ho exchange, and offered as low as two aud a half 
on the curb. Stocks reached ,new high levels; Lib- 
rrty bonds of the third Issue went to within $1.12 
of par; foreign and domestic securities of the better 
class all sold at premium". 
In the rail list, New 


Vorfc Central has gained $16 a share since the Hirst 
of tlie year; Union Pacific and Canadian Pacific nuk- 
ing new highs. 


Locally there is noticeable betterment lu retail 


trade, ixhile our factories remain at stalemate. There 
Is less unemployment and more men In the building 
trades going to work each day. New residences are 
dotting all sections of the city, yet realtors declare 
things ha^e not so much as started.

Building & Loans still remain close, but with indi- 
cations of accumulating funds. 


Tlie psychology of the public has undergone a 


most -welcome change. Men of affairs have emerged 
from conservatism into open optimism; the Condition 
of tlie farmer is better; and prices generally reflect a 
loweiing of the'cost of living.

There is very -little import- 
ed butter in sight. 


The Bureau of Markets ol the 


United States Department ot Agri- 
culture, in Its report of March 16, 
shows a range of 7 cents a lb, be- 
tween 8 and 22 score butter. 


Better care of cream on the part 


of producers and more grequent de- 
liveries would enable the manufac- 
turers to produce more high grade 
butter, and would have a tendency 
to raise the price of buttcrfat. 


Movement of eggs has been inter- 


fered -with on account of bad roads; 
receipts reaching the markets are 
a little lighter, with higher prices 
prevailing.

She is Desha Pordgorska, the celebrated 


"Desha." who in one year has become the 
most sought-after model in America. But 
the amazing feature about this nineteen- 
year-old Serbian girl is .not her success; it 
is the extraordinary fact that she -who is 
a veritable prodigy at portraying love has 
never known love herself. Romance ha* 
not approached her, and she has shown 
no enthusiasm for. its coming. 


Desha, the model, upset all standards 


and previous experiences of the studios by 
her inspiring combination of exquisite 
figure and remarkable "feeling for the 
Pose" that went with it in art. But Desha, 
the girl, upsets all standards and theories 
of life Itself. 


For centuries poets and philosophers

can art world. The small figure of a young 
woman, nude, her arms raised above her 
bead in a gesture of intense abandon, 
epitomizing in every, inch of the graceful 
body the burning fervor of love, created 
almost as much of a sensation on account 
of the model as it did because of its splen- 
did execution. Among artists and sculp- 
tors, at least, this was true. 


"Who is she?" they demanded. "Where 


can we find her? The woman who poaed

They have 
no explanation for the paradox of her 
love pose in the studio as compared to her 
„ultra-diffidence In real life, unless it be a 
"strange inheritance from her parents, both 
artists—an uncanny ability to dramatize 
what she haa never experienced more suc- 
cessfully than other women who have 
traversed the heights and depths of emo- 
tion. 


But coldness when she was not posing 


has not hampered in any degree Desna's 
progress. 
Helen. Moeller, the 
famous 
teacher of classic dancing, took her for a 
protege. Emily Winthrop, a noted art pho- 
tographer, at her Summer home at Lenox, 
Mass., made a series of studies of Desha 
that startled fellow artists by the way in 
which the model reacted to the spirit of 
her environment. Desha, against a shad- 
owy background of pines, became a way- 
ward dryad who seemed one with the 
trees. Desha, dipping one dainty foot into 
a: pool, was a nymph who became part of 
the. rippling water.

Since then she has Inspired scores of 
artists. Malvina Huffman, the sculptor, 
used her for her beautiful "Offrande," 
which took two prizes—the Widener Me- 
morial Medal of 1920, of the Pennsylvania 
Academy, -and the Helen Foster Barnet 
prize of 1921, of the National Academy or 
Design. Gutzon Borglum, Edward McCar- 
tan, George Gray Barnard, Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney, to mention only a few 
stulptors. besides dozens of painters, via 
with one another for the services of the 
"perfect Venus." In the past year she has 
posed for more than two hundred separate 
subjects;, her beauty is immortalized in 
marble, bronze, pastel, oils, water colors, 
art 
photography • and practically every 


medium known to art. 


"She is a strange girl," said one artist 


for whom Desha has posed for some of 
his most successful paintings. "All that 
she actually knows of love has come to 
her from imagination, observation, books 
and the conversation of others. She' has 
told me frequently that where most girls 
dream of a Prince Charming she flouts 
the thought of meeting a 'man who might 
capture her heart. 


"She cares very little for the companion- 


ship of women or other 'girls, and men 
mean less to her. When she was a girl in 
Serbia, she says, she never had a boy 
sweetheart, not even a 'puppy love' affair. 
There was nothing abnormal or extraor- 
dinary in the way she was brought up, 
either. She-admits to me that she likes 
to read romantic books.

So long 
as her emotions are only vicarious she is 
as responsive as any one I ever talked to-

of Common Pleas cannot have jurisdiction 
to issue a peremptory writ of mandamus 
for the reinstatement of a student.
